Cost of EU takes vital 
funds from the NHS 


I T IS morally wrong that our 
Government should deliberately 
entice foreign health workers away 
from their own countries to come to 
Britain to work in our hospitals. 
They should be using their expertise to 
care for the sick in their own countries. 
44,443 medical professionals moved to 
the UK to take up posts in hospitals 
and GP surgeries last year, that’s 27 
times the figure 10 years ago. 

Most reemits came from the Philippines, 
where hospitals are closing and health¬ 
care is in a state of collapse because 
nurses are leaving their posts to come to 
Britain. Hospitals in India, South Africa, 
and Zimbabwe are also suffering because 
of the exodus of health workers. 

Part of the problem is that being in 
the European Union costs so much 
that there’s no money to train or pay 
decent wages to British doctors and 
nurses. This means we have to employ 
underqualified foreign workers who 
put patients lives at risk. 

Nurses from Poland and Slovakia will 
soon have the right to work in British 
hospitals thanks to the new enlarged 
European Union, and there’s nothing 
we can do about it even though their 
training doesn’t meet British Medical 
Association standards.

Labnur tells our councils: 
Build on the Green Self 


N orfolk, Suffolk and 

Essex have been earmarked by 
the Government to bear the brunt 
of an emergency house building pro¬ 
gramme, needed to provide extra 
accommodation because of the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of immigrants 
arriving in Britain each year. 

Britain needs two million extra houses 
just to meet the needs of current 
levels of immigration, according to fig¬ 
ures from the Population and Housing 
Research Group at Anglia University. 
To deal with the problem, the Govern¬ 
ment has ordered the scrapping of plan¬ 
ning controls and told local councils to 
allow building on green belt land. 

This Labour Government is prepared 
to ride roughshod over Britain’s rural 
communities rather than having the 
courage to stop any further immigra¬ 
tion and asylum into Britain.
